TALK WITH TAFT 
NOT TO BE HEARD 


(Continued from Page I.) 
Cale bill. it has been claimed, would 
undoubtedly have validated the Cun­ 
ningham entries. 
Pinehot explained that ho charged 
Ballinger with these misstatements, 
notwithstanding the fact that they 
were made by Ronald, because Bal­ 
linger transmitted them to the presi­ 
dent and made marginal notations 
on the letter, which he considered 
e q u i\Blent to an asent in the state­ 
ments. 
Attorney Pepper took up his ex­ 
amination of Gifford Pinehot where 
he left off Saturday when the wit­ 
n e s s said that in July 1909 he had 
first heard of the Cunningham coal 
claims, the matter being brought to 
his attention by forest service offi­ 
cials in Washington who had receiv­ 
ed a telegram from Clavis on the 
10th. At this time Pinehot was in the 
west. 
Approved Their Stand 
“ When I heard what m> subordi­ 
nates in Washington had done rela­ 
tive to d a v i s ’ request for a post­ 
ponement of the hearing of the Cun­ 
ningham cases I approved of it thor­ 
oughly" he declared. 
Authorized hy Roosevelt 
Pepper questioned the witness as 
to the regularity of the step taken by 
the forest service in carrying out tho 
Clavis request for a postponement 
and in reply Pinehot read a letter 
dated May IT. 1905, to the secretary 
of the interior and signed by S’res:- 
dent Roosevelt, asking the secre tary 
to co-operate so far as possible with 
the secretary 
of 
agriculture 
and 
when possible to accept his findings 
of fact 
w hen the lands conn rued 
were in forest reserves. 
That Talk With (davis 
Pine hot corroborated Clavis’ tes­ 
timony regarding a conversation the 
latter bael with him at Spokane Au­ 
gust 9 when the land office agent 
told the forester of his fears tha* the 
Cunningham entries would be pat­ 
ented. 
“ Was It bv 
appointment?” 
de. 
mand^d Senator Fletcher. 
"No.** said Pinehot. “ Clavis told 
me what he ha> since told the com­ 
mittee," continued the witness. “ He 
spoke of publishing all of the s t o r i e s 
of the Cunningham group. He feared 
the claims would go to patent and ha 
wanted to call attention to the r i o ­ 
ter to defeat this. 
“ I was very much impressed by 
Clavis’ statement. I told him it was 
his duty to lav the matter before 
the president speedily.” 
Subsequently, Pinehot said. A. W. 
Shaw. assistant law officer of the 
forest service, went to Chicago. 
Shaw Wrongly Accused 
“There has been a great deal of 
misunderstanding as to this," .said 
the witness, “ it being said he went 
there to assist Clavis in writing 'nu 
story which later appeared in Col­ 
lier’s Weekly. This is not so. I sent 
him to Chicago to help clavis pre­ 
pare his report to the president.” 
The Taft I,et ter 
A letter which Pinehot had receiv­ 
ed from President Taft dated Sep­ 
tember 13 was read by the witness. 
In it the executive 
expressed 
the 
opinion that Clavis’ report was lack­ 
ing in evidence and not worthy of 
consideration. He also asked Pinehot 
not to make Clavis fight his own but 
to continue his work as chief fores­ 
ter. 
“ Dear Gifford” 
The letter is addressed “ Dear Gif­ 
ford,” and reads: 
“ I enclose herewith a letter which 
I am about to send Secretary Bal­ 
linger for such use as he sees fit in 
reference to the charges made by 
Clavis against Secretary Ballinger, 
Pierce, Dennett and Schwartz. I have 
reached this conclusion only after a 
very careful consideration of Cla­ 
vis statement, and their answers to 
it. but I never reached a conclusion 
based on a stronger conviction than 
is this. 
“Clavis seems to he a man who bas 
acquired but one idea, and who has 
allowed his suspicions

tration of this was 
seen 
Saturday 
night, when one of the mains at th e' 
corner of Third and Main streets was 
blown out,when IOO pounds of pres­ 
sure was turned on because of a fire 
on the North side. 
"We have outgrown our 
present 
system.” said Mr. Day today, "and 
while we have 
pumping 
capacity 
larger than we dare use. to attempt 
to put on high pressure would place j 
in jeopardy almost the entire 
sys­ 
tem. 
It is impossible to force 
wa­ 
ter through a main at a speed great­ 
er than ten feet per second. 
When 
you do so, yolk do not gain any speed' 
but the strain upon the pipes be­ 
comes intense, with the liability of 
either bursting the pipe or pushing; 
out the lead packing, as was 
dona 
Saturday night.” 
"Isn t it a fact.” Mr. Day 
was 
asked, "that with the new and more 
powerful pumping stat/on, the turn- 
ins en of higher 
pressure 
woald 
ruin the whole system?” 
"More powerful pumps ” said Mr. 
Day, ‘ would not necessarily 
mean 
that pressure would be in no than 
a hundred pounds, which is 
main-; 
tained now in times of fire. Further­ 
more. it is our intention to put in a 
3 0-inch main on Pine street from the 
pumping station leading to the inter­ 
sections of the various streets. 
We 
would also put in a new* 
16-inch 
main from this 30-inch main to the 
North side. 
There is already a 12- 
inch main, and the distribution 
or 
water would be so uniform with this 
increased capacity to get it 
aw*ay 
from the station house, that I do not 
believe there would be any danger 
at all to our piping 
system; 
not 
nearly so much as there is at pres­ 
ent.” 
"Our great trouble now,” said tho 
commissioner, "is that we have not 
the piping capacity to get the water 
away from the pump house, and un­ 
til we do have such capacity, 
our 
mains are going to be in constant 
jeopardy when we have higher pres­ 
sure on. 
I have instructed Engineer 
Bell at the pump house not to try to 
get more than eight feet per second 
through the pipes as they now* exist, 
because we would rather stand for 
a few* kicks from the people for poor 
service than to put the whole water 
system out of commission.”
